1. WORKING GROUP MET TWICE UNDER ITS MANDATE FROM AD HOC COMITE 
TO CONSIDER NEW PROPOSALS MADE BY MINISTERS AND HEADS OF DELE- 
GATIONS IN PLENARY. IN COURSE OF BRIEF MORNING SESSION, US DEL 
STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF URGENCY AT THIS SESSION TO ADDRESS

2. WITH LIMITED AGREEMENT ON THESE VIEWS, THE GROUP ADJOURNED 
AND SUB-GROUP IMMEDIATELY MET TO DEVELOP SOME AGREED SCHEME TO 
CATEGORIZE COUNTRY PROPOSALS. FIVE-POINT LIST WAS AGREED AND 
TAKEN UP IN AFTERNOON SESSION OF WORKING GROUP WHIH FINALLY 
ACCEPTED FIRST ITEM: SPECIAL MEASURES TO MITIGATE THE IMMEDIATE

3. COMMENT: SIGNIFICANCE OF LISTING SPECIAL MEASURES AS 

FIRST POINT WAS NOT LOST ON DELEGATES. EFFORS WERE MADE TO AMEND 
LANGUAGE TO INCLUDE ALL DEVELOPING COUNTRIES ANDTO DIMINISH 
IMPORTANCE OF ITS LISTING BY SAYING THAT FIRST POSITION DOES NOT 
MEAN PRIOITY. OTHER LDCS RESISTED IDEA OF HAVING SPECIAL CATEGORY 
FOR SOME LDCS UNDER ANY CIRCUMSTANCES. US DEL HAD NOTED IN OPENING 
STATEMENT CRISIS REPORTED IN A MAJOR COUNTRY (INDIA ARTICLE IN 
NEW YORK TIMES) AND RECENT OVERTHROW ONE GOVT FOR ECONOMIC 
REASONS WAS IVIDENCE OF NEED FOR EMERGENCY ACTION. THERE IS 
CONTINUING CONCERN ABOUT IDENTIFYING COUNTRIES TO RECEIVE SPECIAL 
AID AND WE EXPECT ISSUE OF SPECIAL GROUP OF LDCS TO COME UP 
CONTINUALLY THROUGH OUT THIS SESSION.
